REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims Claims 13-22 are pending in the present application. Claims 5-12 have been 
canceled and claim 13 has been amended, hi addition, new claims 18-22 have been added. 
Withdrawal of all rejections is respectfully requested for the reasons set forth below. 

Support for New Claims 18-22 

Support for new claims 18-22 is found in the specification at paragraphs [0030], [0075]- 

[0078], original claim 5 and Figure 5, 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph 

In the final Office Action mailed April 27, 2005, claims 5-17 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. In 
particular, the term "selective motor" was deemed to be not adequately disclosed in the original 
description. 

In the Response to Final Office Action and Request for Reconsideration filed June 20, 
2005, Applicants argued against this rejection and demonstrated why it is believed that the gear 
selecting motor was imphcitly or inherent disclosed by the original description. 

In the Advisory Action mailed July 11, 2005, it was stated "even if the select actuator was 
assumed to be inherently disclosed, the simultaneous controls of the select actuator to travel 
within the guides in Fig. 5 was not disclosed." 

Although it is again believed that the simultaneous control of the select and shift motors 
is necessarily inherent to the original description, as known automated shift transmissions 
employ select and shift motors that move a gear shift member in directions that are traverse with 
respect to each other, such that movement in both traverse directions would require simultaneous 
actuation of the shift and select motors, these passages of claim 13 have been omitted. 

Therefore, it is believed that the Section 112, first paragraph, rejection has been 
overcome, and Applicants therefore respectfiiUy request the withdrawal thereof 

New claims 18-22 have been prepared with these considerations in mind and are beheved 
to be fiilly supported by the original description. 

Further examination in view of the Request for Continued Examination is therefore 
respectfiiUy requested based upon the pending claims 13-22, 
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Conclusion 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that all claims pending in the present Application 
are in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance of the pending claims is therefore 
respectfully requested.
